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Enough Is Enough 
Into Each Life Some 
Rain Must Fall, But- 


By Leonard Hall 
The farmer, by the very nature 
of his business, must be an optim­ 
ist. How else would he withstand 
the trials of drouth, flood, pest and 
disease with which he must con­ 
stantly contend in turning out food 
for the world? He must also be, it 
seems to me, a perverse fellow, 
willing to wrestle with the ele­ 
ments in the constant battle to 
prove that he can produce crops 
despite every handicap. In a wet 
spring there may be just one or 
two days when it dries out enough 
for oats sowing, and it is a mat­ 
ter of pride and personal satisfac­ 
tion to get the oats in >n those 
one or two days. During a dry 
summer you’ll see him riding the 
cultivator through the corn, keep­ 
ing a fine surface mulch to pre­ 
serve what little moisture remains 
in the soil. For he has long alo 
found out that there are few 
“ breaks” in this business of till­ 
ing the land except those he makes 
for himself. 
There are times, however, when 
no amount of ingenuity can over­ 
come the handicap of weather, that 
unpredictable force which is still 
beyond the control of men. And 
thus it has been in our valley this 
summer. Our first nay cutting, as 
this column has reported, was a 
contant race with the rains. 
1 
Last w eek we had more hay and 
our IO acres of oats ready for 
cutting. There was some discus­ 
sion about the latter as to whether 
we should mow' and bale the crop 
or cut it with the binder and 
thresh it. But the final decision 
favored 
mowing, 
because 
oats 
make excellent feed when cut in 
the milk stage and this would 
make unnecessary the long and la­ 
borious chore of threshing. 
So 
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early in the week w’e got in touch 
with Bobby Eye, who does our 
baling, and he said he’d move in 
on Thursday. W ith this promise 
we put a new sickle in tho mower 
and went to work. And since we 
wanted to have as much hay ready 
for the baler as possible, wre asked 
Bess Williams to lend us his trac­ 
tor and one of his boys to drive 
it. 
Rain fell again Tuesday night, 
but not enough to be too dis­ 
couraging, and by Wednesday af­ 
ternoon things had dried out so 
that we were back in the fields. 
The oats in the little bottom field, j 
which is seeded to ladino clover, 
had 
made 
a 
particularly 
fine 
growth. Heads and straw were 
both 
unusually 
heavy and 
the 
stand in places stood a full four 
and a half feet high. We were j 
sorry, in a way, that we weren't I 
threshing the oats so that we I 
might have a record of the yield ! 
per acre; yet satisfied with th e! 
volume of feed they’d make if we | 
could get them, into the barn with- , 
out too much rain. 
It was late when I started, and j 
I was soon mowing in the dusk, j 
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But mowing goes swiftly when you 
can cut a field in one big land, and 
I ’d nearly finished when Ginnie 
drove down the hill with Mike and 
Chipper, to know what time she 
could plan on having supper. I j 
made the last rounds, noting with 
satisfaction the glow’ of sunset in 
the western sky, the heavy swatchs 
which the mower had left, and the I 
fine stand of young clover in the j 
stubble. 
But good tilings never last long j 
in a rainy season. 
During the 
night we were awakened by a : 
wind bending the branches of the j 
sugar maples in the yard. We hui- ( 
ried outdoor.; to gather in the j 
cushions and then closed the win- j 
dow’s, just as a hard thunderstorm 
whipped in from the southwest. 
That meant Bobby Eye wouldn’t 
finish his baling out at Belgrade | 
and also that we wouldn’t be able j 
to rake before Friday. Yet we j 
tried to view the matter philos©- I 
phically, in view’ of the fact that j 
our influence w’ith old Jupiter 
Pluvius is practically non-existent, 
and were soon asleep again. 
On Thursday the sun shone. 
And deciding we d as soon be hung I believe wt 
for sheep us lambs, we mow ca 
more hay. That night it .showered 
again. On Friday we found other 
chores to occupy us, but when 
Saturday dawned hot and sunny, 
we raked one field of oats. Young
